The Olty Council convened In regular seaslon, at the regular meeting place In the Municipal

Building, on November 29, 1939, at 10i55 A* M«, with Mayor Tom Miller presiding, the mooting having

been held on Wednesday preceding the traditional Thanksgiving Day of November 30* Roll call showed

the following members present!

The reading of the Minutes was dispensed with.

At the written request of W* B* Smith, Jr., Attorney for protestante, the publlo hearing on the

change In Boning of the property abutting the west side of Congress Avenue between lifth and Igth Streets,

which was continued from the last regular meeting, was again continued until the next regular meeting*

A petition bearing the signatures of a large number of taxpayers and residents of the Olty of

Austin, asking that adequate street lights be installed on the ffrederlciseburs Road from the Barton

Springs Hoad to the city limits, presented by Mrs* W. 0* Quick and Mrs* Toney Burger, was received*

The matter was referred to the Olty Manager and the Superintendent of the Electric Division for atten-

tion, It having been tentatively agreed that the bracket lights when removed from San Jaclnto Boulevard

would be used for this purpose*

It was moved by Mayor Miller that the Olty Manager be authorized to enter into the following agree*

The Olty of Austin, State of Texas, hereinafter referred to ae CITY 07 AUSTIN, and the Texas
State Highway Department, hereinafter referred to as the HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT, hereby agree as follows)

Section At

1* That the Highway Department will submit a project for the improvement of 2*150 miles of the
rural highway from the north city limit of Austin to 2*150 miles north, fcnown as U. 8* Highway 81
.(Old St. No.2), and to be designated as Federal Aid project No. U(6). furnishing and placing all of
the water distribution system in the esplanade Islands and all water main that is necessary for
adequate water supply in these islands from Station S2+2*f to Station 180*00; and will recommend Its
approval by the Secretary of Agriculture for construction with funds apportioned to the State under
the Federal Highway Act as amended and supplemented] subject, however, to the condition that the
Olty of Austin shall provide sufficient water for Its proper maintenance after completion of Ita
improvement*

2* That the said City of Austin hereby requests the Highway Department to submit the aforemen-
tioned project with recommendation that It be approved by the Secretary of Agriculture, and agrees
that If auoh project Is approved and constructed by the Highway Department and the Secretary of
Agriculture, It, therefore, at its own coat and expense, will provide sufficient water for the proper
maintenance of the project after completion of ita Improvement; and will make ample provisions each
year for all the water used; and furnish and maintain sufficient water meters to measure the amount
of water uaed for the Olty*a ovm Information. (These motors shall be Installed by the Contractor on
the Job.)

Section S.

1* That the Highway Department will aubmlt a project for the improvement of 1*32 miles of the
Municipal highway from &5th Street on Ouadalupe to north city limit, known aa U. S, Highway SI
(Old St. No. 2), and to be designated aa Federal Aid project ITo* U-B(3), and will recommend its approv-
al by the Secretary of Agriculture for construction with funda apportioned to the State under the
Federal Highway Act aa amended and supplemented; subject, however, to the condition that the City of
Auatin shall, at ita own coat and expenae, furnish and install a alx (6N) inch water main from the
City reservoir south to North loop Street and provide sufficient pro a sure through thla main to serve
the distribution system In the esplanade islands throughout theae limits*

2. That the said City of Auatin hereby requests the Highway Department to submit the aforemention-
ed project with recommendation that it be approved by the Secretary of Agriculture, and agree a that
if such project la approved and constructed by the Highway Department and the Secretary of Agriculture,
it, therefore, at ite own cost and expenae, shall furnish and install a six (6s) inch water main from
the City roservoir south to North Loop Street and provide sufficient pressure through thla main to
serve the distribution eyatem designed In the esplanade 1 elands; and furnish and maintain sufficient
v/ater meters to meaoure the amount of water used in the entire Federal Aid Project No« U-B(3) for
the City's own Information* (These mo tore shall be installed by the Contractor on the Job*}

VTe wish to report that final inspection of the heating and plumbing work for the Boiler House
at tho John T. Allan Junior High School was made by Mr. Iglehart, representing the School Board,
Mr. It Di Hoyer, Mechanical Engineer, representing tho Supervising Architect*s office, and
Mr* Youngblood, representing- the Public Works Administration, and that it was found that the work
under that Contract had been satisfactorily completed according to Plans and Specifications as of
October 19 i 1939*

We wish to call your attention to the fact that the contract documents called for the completion
of Contract No. 36 as of March 9, 1939* Before that date it vao determined that it would not be
convenient to the School Board to allow the contractor to do that part of his contract work which
consisted of the connecting of hot water, steam and return mains in the present John T* Allan Junior
High School, and the Board therefore instructed the contractor not to do any work which would inter-
fere with school operations until after the close of the Spring Term of aohoolj in other words,
until after June 3»

By resolution adopted August 9, 1939, the Board extended the completion time under Contract
Ho» 3» to August 15t 1939, and this was approved by the Public Works Administration under "Record
of Contract Change Ho, 159-36-H2" (Docket Change Order Uo. 36-1-120).

You will note that the actual completion time is here listed as being October 19, 1939, in the
place of August 15, 1939* The reason for this overrun of time is that the Spec! float ions call for
the contractor to make connection to the Public Service Company"e gae lines when those gas lines
were brought to the building line, The Specifications Aid not include bringing the service to- the
building as the School Board had a separate agreement with the Texas Public Service Company for
extension of their service to the Boiler House,

It later developed that the OAB Company's nearest main from which an ample capacity of gas
at proper pressure could be delivered was several blocks from the site, and the Oas Company wae
not willing to install this new service main until It had had an opportunity of making a survey
of the probable future needs of that section of Austin, with the result that the Oas Company'a
service line was not brought to the building until about the middle of October, and then was not
brought to the side of the building originally contemplated by the Plans on Contract Ho. 36. This
delayed the contractor in the completion of the work and necessitated change in some of the work
which had been installed* Since the delay in the completion of this was not through fault or
neglect of the contractor, but due to the fact that the Owner did not, through other contracts .bring
tho gas service to the building BO that Young and Pratt could complete their contract, It will now
be proper for the Board to extend completion time from that set up by resolution of August 9,1939
(August 15, 1939) to the actual completion date of October 19, 1939, and to waive liquidated damages*

We hereby recommend, therefore, that the Board of Trustees extend the contract time under
Contract No. 36 to October 19, 1939, that the Board waive any liquidated danges which might appear
to have accrued, and that final acceptance be made of the work of Young and Pratt under Contract
Ho. 36.
